HE United States has asked 
Thailand to the halt forced 
repatrlation of Karen refugees 
across its border into Burma, 
where the army 1s waging a 
ferocious offensive intended to 
erush a more than 40-year old 
rebelllon by the Karen Natlonal 
Union (KNU). 

A senior Thal army officer de- 
nied Iaat week that anyone had 
been forced back but reports 
from the border suggested more 
Karen were set to be repatriated. 

In a rare criticism of Thailand, 
which the US considera a close 
ally in the region, the state de- 

partment spokesman, Nicholas 
Burna, expressed regret at the 
actlon of the Thai military 
deporting 900 Karen, including 
women and children. 

He called on Thai authorities 
"to recommence the provision of 
asylum until conditions in 
Burma permit their safe and 
voluntary return”. 

The commander of the Thai 
division said to have carried out 
the repatriation denied that it 
had happened. “There is no 
such forcible repatriation as they 
charge," Major General Thawvep 
Suwannasing said, “We allow in 
all the civilian refugees, but 
armed men believed to be guer- 
rillas are banned from crossing 
the border [into Thailandl.” 

But the UN High Commis’ 
aioner for Refugees said last 
week that it wus “very much clis- 
tressed" to hear that the Thai 
urıny planned lo send i further 
2,000 Karen buck.

HE Colombian weekly, Camb 

1û, has just I e 
mour thal lıas been going around 
for some lime: “Gabo”, as Colom. 
bias affectionately call their Nobel 
Prize-winning novelist, Gabriel Gar. 
cla Mûrquez, has decided to stop iv 
ing in lıis nalive couniry. 

The weekly announced that the 
last buard meeting of the television 
news service QAT could not be held 
in Bogolé because one of its men 
bers, Garcia Marquez, had decided 
not to return lo Colombia unless the 
situation there changed, 

When the Colombian radio sia 
tion RCB questioned him in Mexico 
City, where he now resides, Garca 
Marquez said: “As the situation in 
Colombia is uncomfortable, unsafe, 
unstable and not very conducive io 
writing, I have gone off to a place 
where I can do what I do best for 
Colombia: wriling," 

His decision was received with 
sadness by the Colombian media 
and intellectuals. It has political coa- 
notations in so far as Garé 
Marquez has often criticised the 

government of Columbia's pres 
dent, Ernesto Samper. 

In January 1996, he went so far as 
to say: “The president should calm 
down ... The way ihings are going. 
we wour’t need a plebiscite to get a

Mohammed was born in Constan- 
dne, a city in the region of Kabylia 
in Algeria. He was only 16 when he 
joined Marshal Alphonse Juin's 
forces and fought the Nazis in Italy, 
France and, right at the end of the 
war, in Germany. At the age of 20 he 
met a blonde young Bavarian, who 
spoke only German. They decided 
to get marrîed, 

After briefly living in Germany, 
then in Algeria, anıd dreaming of em- 
igrating to America, they ended up 
in a council ffat in the Paris suburb 
of Gennevilliers, where many öther 
immigrants lived, It was there that’ 
Isabelle Yasmina Adjanî was born. 

Mohammed talked very little 
about Algeria, his parents, Islam or 
the Arabic language until the end of 
his life, He worked as a garage 
mechanic.

Brandt said Anran had accepted the 
resignations of Andronico Adede of

They soon parted company, how- 
ever, and in 1978, together with his 
wife, Maria Rozanova, Sinyavsky 
launched his own journal, Sintaksiîs, 
that corıtinues to this day. 

Once settled in emigration, 
Sinyavsky did not slacken his liter- 
ary activities, although more time 
was taken up with polemics and polit- 
ical commentary than was perhaps 
ideal for his talent. It was ıınfortu- 
nate, in this regard, lLhat his superb 
autobiographical nuvel, Goodnighl, 
called forth a turrent of criticism ard 
abuse from some of (he people (le- 
stribercl in İt, including assnciales of 
his early youth, and pı'eventecl the 
navel from being recognised as ane 
of the few masterpieces of recent 
Russian prose, The resulting 
polenılcs also clouded lis first return 
visit to Russia in 1989, and cast a 
shadow over the long overtlue pulli- 
cation of his works in his homeland. 

Siıyavsky was married to litera- 
ture in a way that, given the extraor'- 
(linary upheavals to which they 
were subjected, few authors of lis 
generation were able 10 manage.

As a member of 
tle Gorky Institute of World Litera- 
lure he began to teach and publish 
critical articles, including several 
for the threevolume History Of 
Soviet Literature published by the 
Acadenıy of Sciences in the late 
fifties. In the early sixties he co-au- 
thored path-breaking stuclies of 
post-revolutionary Soviet poetry 
and (with Igor Golomsltok) the 
work of Picasso, and wrote a long irı- 
troduction to a volume of poems by 
Pasternak that remains one of the 
classic essays on thal difficult poet. 
He became a regular contributor to 
the leading Soviet literary journal, 
Novy Mir, and was singlecl out by its 
editor, Alexander Tvardovsky, as 
one of the most talented critics ûf 
the younger generation, 

Meanwhile Sinyavsky hal ent 
barked on a venture of unprece- 
dented daring in the context of the 
rigid censorship of the late Soviet era. 
Starting in 1959, he began publishing 
clandestinely in the Wesl under tlıe 
pseudonym of Abram Tertz (a name 
he later adopted for all his literary 
work). The first piece to appear was 
What Is Socialist Realisın, quickly 
followed by The Trial Begins, six 
"fantastic tales", a scintillating novel, 
Lyubimov (publishecl in English as 
The Makepeace Experiment, 1905) 
ancl a short collection of iconoclastic 
aphorisms and ıwmeclilations entitlecl 
‘Thoughts Unawares (Iii).

Andrei Sinyavsky 


'HE DEATH of Andrei Sin- 
Teo at the axe of 71 dle 
prives Russian literature of 
one of its most brilliant ancl protean 
iti j, Sinyavsky had a slrong 
philosophical bent andl possessed 
one of the most original mincls of his 
ion. Like one of his heroes, 
Vasily Rozanov, he rangecl far and 
wide over lhe field of literature and 
was impatient with conventional gen- 
res. But he was grealer {han his 
hero. For he was nol only a subtle 
and wide-ranging criti’ and a masler- 
ful essayist, but also a novelist and 
short story wriler of extraordinary 
distinction, He stretched the bouınd- 
aries of Russian prose ark] extenclecl 
its possibilities for the writers wlio 
came after him. As one of the earliest 
and most prominent clissidents of the 
Soviet sixes, he also played a signif 
icant part in eroding the political 
authority of the comınunist regime. 
At the conclusion of his celebrated 
epitaph for Soviet literature What ls 
Socialist Realisın? (1959), Sinyavsky 
wrote that he placed his hopes for 
he fulure of literature in “a plıanlas- 
magoric art with hypotheses instead 
of a purpose and with grolesque in- 
stead of realistic desciplions of life",

ATHRYN HUNTER is not 
the first woman to play 
King Lear — a Gerntil nc 

tress in her 70s recently had a ernck 
nt tle title. But [know of no onc else 
in» Britain who has crashed this par- 
ticular gentlerbarrier, and Hunter 
brings to tlhe role her acumen, inlel- 
ligence ancl authorily. 

My doubts spring from the (rame 
«lirector Helena KautHowson has 
chosen for this tuındeniably provûca- 
tive Leicester Haymarket prucluc- 
top, I slarls in what migh1 be a 
nursing home or even û psyuliali'ine 
institution. A white-maned, wheel- 
chaired old woman, with a tarr 
capped friend at her feet, sits 
watching the TV from which the 
opening lines of King Lear suclklenly 
emerge (fat chance (lıcac days). 

Bul, as the woman has a violent 
heart altack, alurm bells ring, 
serceus are rushecl in, dnughlers 
and staff galher. Whcih (he screens 
parL, the ailing puicnt is {ransınogri- 
fied Ino a (lark-suiled, spade 
bearded Lear enthroned on a4 
hospital {rolley with the family and 
medics caught up in the world of 
Shakespeare's play. What we are 
witnessing is King Lear as a (lying 
woman's fanlasy in wlıich all her 
thoughts about filial ingratitude, 
earthly injustice ancl cosmic crtıelty 
are expressed through Shake- 
speare's fable. It is an original con- 
cept but one that goes right against 
the Shakespearean grain. 

One clue to Shakespeare's ge- 
ımius, as Harold Bioom points out in 
The Western Canon, is his disinter- 
estedness, his refusal to peddle a 
apecific ideology, theology or meta- 
physics. Lear, in particular, gains — 
as Peter Brook famously showed in 
1962 — when staged with absolute 
moral neutrality: when Goneril and 
Regan are seer objectively rather 
ıan from their fathers viewpoint. 
But if the whole play, as here, is a 
private dream, then everyone be- 
comes a projection of the protago- 
nist's imagination. Kaut-Howson's 
concept also offers 4 neeclless justi- 
fication for the fact that Lear is 

playedl by a woman; but Hunter's 
performance is strong enough not 
to leman any framing ayologia. 
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We are inured to thinking or be- 
having ~— in. daily life if not in con- 
sidered {theory — a5 if all good 
things were automatically self 
consistent, and that, therefore as he 
puts it, “freelom, order, knowledge, 
happiness, a closed future must be 
al least compatible and perhaps 
even entail one another in a system- 
atic fashion". The contemporary 
postimperial world provides us 
daily with the spectacle of clashing 
cultural systems, which we observe 
with mystified hand-wringing. 
Isaiah Berlin's classic work, though 
{it points away from easy answers, 
suggests that in “value pluralism” 
there is an intellectual path towards 
a tolerant maturity, not an easy path 
but one fraught with difficult 
choices and renunciatlons, witlı 
which the moral vacuum of the age 
nıight be filled. 
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theosis of the Romantic Will" Berlin 
shows how the German Ronıantics 
set their mark upon their age (and 
ours), by planting the belief that an 
undisciplined enthusiasm, nurtured 
by martyrdonı and sustained by its 
own scorn for worldly success, 
justifies indulging the untram- 
melled human will over such ideals 
as harmonious life: rationalist self- 
righteousness versus the reasoned 
acceptance of contradictions, In a 
few pages it lays bare the intellec- 
tual and psychological origins of 
modern fanaticisms. The supreme 
value of Berlin's writings lies in this 
everyday practicality, the way in 
which every laden page points to 
simple transportable nıind-clarify- 
ing verities, whicl are derivecl from 
the knowledge that the world 
consists of feelings, rivalries, 
sufferings.

sively revealed. 

The Proper Study Of Mankind 
contains the essay "Two Concepts 
of Liberty" and the famous piece on 
Tolstoy's view of history entitled 
"The Heclgehog and the Fox" (the 
latter knows many things but the 
former one big thing), but it also 
gives us his conversations with 
Akhmatova and Pasternak, his 
memorable assessments of Winston 
Churchill and Roosevelt, and many 
other treasurable articles and lec- 
tures. The great Berlin themes can 
all be found lere: his emphatic 
questioning of the post-Enlighten- 
ment scientific autarchy thal sug- 
gests to ııs that the universe is 1 
single harmonious unity illustral- 
able in a coherent body of all- 
answering ideas; his insistence that 
there exists anı illinitable number of 
"forms of life” of human cullures, in 
which people realise themselves, 
through language, traclitions, ex- 
pressions of moral ideas, antl which 
van learl people on to nationalisnts, 
aggressive or otherwise, There is 
his opling for "negative" liberly 
bised upon the maxim pessill 
freedom Irom oulside interference 
and hus u sreplival rejection ot lhe 
"pusitive” liberty practised by 20th 
century totalitarians; his repentel 
waruing of the unavailability of ra- 
tional solutions to moral questions, 
political ones especially, where the 
individual is left to face agonising 
choices among equally compelling 
possibilities, Drawn together, these 
doctrines constitute a restalement 
of liberalisnı in a form by whiclı the 
world could live.
